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Vote Is Near 
On New Plan 
For Welfare 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House, 
which 
already 
has 
shown, itself closely divided on 
welfare reform, moved today 
toward a decisive vote on a $2,- 
400-a-year family income floor. 
Supporters of the legislation, 
backed both by President Nixon 
and Democratic leaders, turned 
back the first challenge to the 
welfare plan Monday on a 200- 
172 procedural vote. 
The margin was considered 
narrow because the House usu­ 
ally approves almost routinely 
its Rules Committee’s recom­ 
mendations on how to handle 
bills. 
The effect of Monday’s vote 
was to bar substitutes for or 
amendments to the bill, at the 
same 
time 
giving 
opponents 
one more chance to accept or 
reject it as a whole. 
An administration source said 
he expects the plan to win by 
about the same margin. But the 
opposition, ranging from those 
who consider the level too low 
and 
the 
work 
requirements 
harsh to those disapproving in 
principle of guaranteed income, 
has been hard to measure. 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
told the House a vote against 
the new program is a vote for 
“the hodgepodge mess that we 
have today.” 
“Any system that puts an in­ 
centive on a father to walk 
away from his children to as­ 
sure them something to eat is 
not good public policy,” said 
Mills, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee. 
Rep. Conyers Jr., D-Micb., 
told Mills the work force in 
Detroit now is 26 per cent 
unemployed and asked where 
the jobs required by the bill 
will come from. 
Mills said the legislation pro­ 
vides for 200,000 public service 
jobs and additional funds for 
more jobs will be provided if 
necessary. 
Rep. William M. Colmer, D- 
Ifliss., said “This is a most dan­ 
gerous road we start out on.” 
He predicted the Senate would 
raise the assured income level 
to $3,000 or higher. 
‘There will be candidates for 
Congress, 
maybe presidential 
candidates,” Colmer said, “vy­ 
ing to see who can promise 
more.” 
Rep. H. Allen Smith, R-Calif., 
said Gov. Ronald Reagan asked 
California congressmen to vote 
against the plan. 
The Social Security portion of 
the bill includes a 5 per cent 
benefit increase effective June 
1972, future cost of living in­ 
creases 
and 
liberalization 
of 
rules. But also a steep increase 
in payroll taxes.

Latest Jump In 
Living Costs Is 
Year’s Biggest

May’s jump in living costs, big­ 
gest of the year, sliced another 
half a cent off every dollar. 
The 
Nixon 
administra lion’s 
hopes to curb inflation received 
a second jolt Monday when the 
Labor Department announced 
claims for unemployment insur­ 
ance climbed substantially last 
week. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said consumer prices rose 
five-tenths of one per cent last 
month with half of the increase 
caused by higher prices for ap­ 
parel, used cars, homes and the 
rising price of stamps. 
It was the sharpest increase 
in the cost of living since a 
five-tenths rise last December, 
and even higher-six-tenths—on 
a seasonally adjusted basis. 
The report came only hours 
after Secretary of Commerce 
Maurice Stans told a labor con­ 
vention, “The rate of inflation 
has 
now 
come 
within 
con­ 
trollable boundaries and this 
has been achieved without a 
major dislocation in the na­ 
tion’s economy.” 
Speaking 
to 
the 
AFL-CIO 
Seafarers International Union, 
Stans said “in the first quarter 
of this year the rate of inflation 
was down to about 3 per cent— 
about half the average in the 
first quarter of 1969.” 
The report said “ In the three 
months ending in M„y, the con 
sumer price index rose at an 
annual rate of 4.2 per cent.” 
The May rise pushes the in­ 
dex up to 120,8 of its 1967 base 
of 100, meaning it cost $12.08 
last month for every $10 worth 
of 
typical 
family 
purchases 
four years ago. 
Sen, William Proxmire, D- 
Wis., chairman of the Senate- 
House' 
Joint 
Economic 
Com­ 
mittee, 
called

rise 
alarming. In a statement, he 
said the time is long past for 
setting up of presidential wage- 
price guidelines.

much of the contents of the pa­ 
pers as it feels is possible. 
F’ederal appellate courts in 
Washington and New York are 
considering whether to continue 
orders to halt publication of the 
documents in the New York 
Times and Washington Post. 
In Boston, the Globe rejected 


a government request to stop 
the printing voluntarily. 
The Globe said “total federal 
pressure” had been applied to 
stop its series which began to­ 
day. 
Editor Thomas Winship 
said Mitchell had requested in 
a telephone call that publica­ 
tion of the articles cease. 
“He asked if we intended to 
go ahead,” Winship said, “I 
told him that we did.” 
Laird said in Washington he 
has directed Pentagon censors 
to declassify as much of the re­ 
port as possible where security 
permits and estimated it would 
take W days. 


Much-Decorated U.S. Army Colonel 
Quits With Blast At South Viets

SAIGON (AP) — A much- 
decorated U.S. Army colonel, 
quitting in disgust, has blasted 
the 
South Vietnamese 
army, 
the way the Americans trained 
it and the Yietnamization pro­ 
gram.

“If we were going to get in­ 
volved. and I think we never 
should have,” said Col. David 
H. Hackworth, “we should have 
come over and organized the 
South Vietnamese army into a 
guerrilla posture, instead of as 
a direct reflection of the U.S. 
corps with its divisions and all 
that junk . . . ” 
H a c k w o r t h . 
who 
was 
wounded four tim.es in Korea 
and four more times in 5Mi 
years in Vietnam, said in a 
w i d e-ranging 
interview 
he 
found a great difference be­ 
tween the Saigon government’s 
troops 
and 
their Vietnamese 
adversaries. 
The 
North 
Vietnamese 
or 
Viet Cong soldiers are “proper­ 
ly 
prepared 
for 
war,” 
said 
Hackworth. 
“ Most 
of 
their 
training 
is 
on 
political 
in­ 
doctrination, which results in a 
highly 
motivated soldier who 
really believes 
in what he’s 
doing.” 
By comparison, he 
continued, “these jokers in the 
South 
Vietnamese 
army 
are 
motivated by a new Honda, a 
Rolex watch, a refrigerator or 
a fan, or how many goodies you 
can get them from the PX. 
That's it—not, ‘Goddam, we’re 
going to win this thing because 
it’s important’.” 
Hackworth 
called 
Vietnam* 
ization, 
the 
Nixon 
adminis­ 
tration’s plan of turning the 
fighting over to the South Viet­ 
namese so U.S. combat troops 
can pull out, “A public rela­ 
tions man’s dream, from some 
guy on Madison Avenue. 
“ I just don’t see the improve­ 
ment 
that 
everybody 
else 
sees,” he said. "Maybe I am 
just too close to the trees and 
can’t see the forest. I think it’s 


cosmetic 
surgery, 
and 
the 
people who are way out there 
making all those broad state­ 
ments don’t know what’s going 
on.” 
Hackworth, 
who 
lied 
about his age and enlisted when 
he was 15, has served for 25 
years and is in an excellent po­ 
sition to make general. But he 
said he's quitting because he’s 
. just disgusted” with the Army 
in Vietnam, an Army he said 
was commanded by “amateurs, 
these ticket-punchers, who run 
in for six months a year, and 
don’t even know what the hell 
it’s all about.” 
The United States had all the 
assets to win the war, he said, 
but failed because it tried to 
fight a guerrilla war with con­ 
ventional tactics. 
“We came in with a con­ 
ventional army, led by con­ 
ventional people, and ail the 
tactical concepts, if there were 
any, were conventional. 
“We thought we would s tea en­ 
roll our way through this war 
as we have every other war, 
World War I, World War II, 
Korea. We’ve won by the out­ 
put of the assembly line, not by 
a tactical skill on the ground. 
And you have this tremendous 
grouping of shallow dilettantes 
who were running the Army, 
I’m talking about battalion and 
up, who didn’t know anything 
about the situation. 
“They were saying, ‘It’ll be 
over in a few months, we've 
got the enemy on the run.' 
“We should have come with 
real 
professionals, 
absolute 
studs, who would stay until the 
thing is over, all volunteers. 
There are many guys who felt 
like me. who would have stayed 
over 
here, 
who 
didn’t 
care 
about going home in a year.” 
Hackworth is believed to be 
the most decorated U.S. officer 
now on active duty. He holds 
tw o 
Distinguished 
Service 
Crosses, 
the 
Army’s 
second 
highest award for valor; nine 
Silver Stars, nine Bronze Stars 
with V for valor, and eight 
Purple Hearts. 


Laird said the declassifica­ 
tion would not affect possible 
criminal prosecution of those 
responsible for making the pa­ 
pers available to the press. 
The Globe also said Daniel 
Ells berg, who was named last 
week as having given secret 
Pentagon documents to news­ 
papers, plans to make a state­ 
ment in a week or two on his 
part in the matter. Ells berg 
“dropped 
out 
of 
sight 
last 
week,” the Globe added. 
The Globe’s story said the se­ 
cret papers told of a high-level 
meeting in 1964 at which top 
U.S. 
officer 
demanded 
that 
commanders be given freedom 
to use tactical nuclear weapons 
in Vietnam. 
The Boston paper said its re­ 
port was taken from the same 
47-volume Pentagon study used 
by the Times and Post before 
the government obtained re­ 
straining orders. 
U.S. District Court judges in 
both New York and Washington 
r e j e c t e d the government’s 
claim that further revelations 
would 
compromise 
military 
plans 
and 
would 
irreparably 
damage the nation. 
The Justice Department ap­ 
pealed both decisions to ap­ 
peals courts, which continued 
temporary 
restraining 
orders 
pending hearings by full appel­ 
late panels. 
* 
The Baltimore Sun reported 
that South Vietnamese officials 
fear the publication of the Pen­ 
tagon papers may result in a 
faster American pullout. 
An official quoted by Sun cor­ 
respondent Michael Parks in a 
dispatch 
from 
Saigon 
said: 
“Senators and congressmen are 
going to feel they have been 
played for fools . .. but the 
only people who are left on 
whom they caff take out their 
anger are the South Vietnam­ 
ese.” 
In Washington, U.S. District 
Court Judge Gerhard A. Gesell 
ruled Monday that the Post 
could go ahead with its series 
because the 
government had 
failed to prove it would com­ 
promise military plans or in­ 
telligence ope r a t ions. 
In its stories, the Times said 
the 
United 
States 
conducted 
clandestine 
warfare 
against 
North Vietnam prior to the 1964 
Tonkin Gulf incident, that the 
Johnson administration decided 
to bomb North Vietnam before 
the 1964 presidential election 
and that President Johnson de­ 
cided 
early 
in 
1965 
to 
use 
American ground troops offen­ 
sively in secret. 
The 
Post 
stories 
said the 
blocking of elections throughout 
Vietnam in 1955 was the work 
of the Saigon government with­ 
out U.S. connivance, and that 
bombing halts by the United 
States were undertaken largely 
to placate antiwar opinion, not 
in the expectation that peace 
talks would follow.

Supreme Court 
Tightens Rules 
On Searches

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court in a tough 5-4 
decision by Justice Potter Stew­ 
art has tightened restrictions 
on searches, indicating perhaps 
a difficult time for the Nixon 
administration’s wiretap pol­ 
icies. 
A government appeal seeking 
the unrestrained right to wire­ 
tap persons it sees as domestic 
subversives was granted review 
Monday shortly before Stew­ 
art’s ruling cut down the mur­ 
der conviction of a New Hamp­ 
shire man. 
The Fourth Amendment and 
its guarantee against unreason­ 
able searches and seizures is 
central to both cases. 
Stewart said Edward H. Cool- 
idge Jr. was entitled to a new 
trial in the slaying of 14-yea r- 
old Pamela Mason of Manches­ 
ter principally because police 
had not obtained a warrant 
from a neutral magistrate to 
vacuum, the suspect’s car for 
evidence. 
The decision, which drew 
heated dissents from Chief Jus­ 
tice Warren E. Burger and Jus­ 
tices Hugo L. Black and. Byron 
R. White, noted that searches 
"without prior approval by 
judge or magistrate, are per se 
unreasonable under the Fourth 
Amendment—subject only to a 
few specifically established and 
well-delineated exceptions.” 
The government’s wiretap op­ 
erations are based on the idea 
that there is an exemption to 
this rule for national security 
cases. 
This position is associated 
most with Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, who declared two 
weeks ago that "never in our 
history has this country been 
confronted with so many revo­ 
lutionary elements determined 
to destroy by force the govern­ 
ment and the society it stands 
for.”

Laird said today he has di­ 
rected Pentagon censors to 
declassify as much of the 
McNamara papers as possible 
and estimated the job could be 
completed within 90 days. 
The secretary also told re­ 
porters he will meet Wednes­ 
day with members of congres­ 
sional committees, such as the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, which haVe demanded 
to see on a classified basis the 
top secret study of U.S. in­ 
volvement in Indochina. 
Laird said that in view of 
publication of working drafts 
and other documents involved 
in the study initiated by former 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara the Pentagon would 
move as quickly as possible in 
determining what portions of 
the study should be made pub­ 
lic.Asked how long this might 
take, the seerea.try said it could 
be done within 90 days. 
Laird said the decision on re­ 
leasing portions of the papers 
has nothing to do with possible 
criminal prosecution by the Jus­ 
tice Department of those re­ 
sponsible for making the pa­ 
pers available to the New York 
Times, the Washington Post 
and the Boston Globe. 
The secretary said govern­ 
ment lawyers had told federal 
courts here of the Pentagon’s 
intention of moving as quickly 
as possible to declassify the pa­ 
pers where security permits... 
The lawyers said the review be­ 
gan in 1969 and is continuing. 
Laird discussed the situation 
during the break in his testi­ 
mony before the Senate Appro­ 
priations subcommittee on the 
administration’s military aid 
requests for the coming fiscal

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Military Procurement Authorization Bill 


The major legislative matter before the 
House this week was the Military Pro­ 
curement Authorization Bill, authoriz­ 
ing appropriations up to $21.9 billion for 
the procurement of military equipment 
and for research, testing, and develop- 
. ment. 
Because I consider a strong national 
defense vital to our existence as a nation, 
and because national defense is definite­ 
ly a primary national responsibility, I 
favored following the recommendations 
of the House Armed Services Committee 
in respect to specific items and particu­ 
lar amounts. 
The amendment with the most popu­ 
lar 
interest 
was 
the 
Nedzi - Whalen 
amendment which provided that no 
funds authorized in the bill could be 
used “to support the deployment of U. S. 
troops or the conduct of any military op­ 
erations in or over South Vietnam, North 
Vietnam, Laos, or Cambodia,” after Jan­ 
uary 1, 1972. 
If the amendment had stopped there 
it would have actually said something, 
and it would have presented important 
Constitutional issues for decision by the 
House. The amendment even in this 
form would have clearly been mistaken, 
in my judgment, but it would have pre­ 
sented an intelligible issue. 
The amendment, however, did not stop 
there. It followed the rather clear lan­ 
guage quoted above with additional sec­ 
tions — designed, I must presume, with 
the objective of attracting additional 
support — which largely took all mean­ 
ing out of the amendment. 
These provisions allowed for excep­ 
tions to the operation of the amendment, 
for the purposes of ensuring the return 
of prisoners of war, for effectuating safe 
American withdrawal from Vietnam, for 
providing asylum for citizens of South 
Vietnam, and for giving military assist­ 
ance to South Vietnam, Laos, and Cam­ 
bodia. 
Further, the amendment provided that 
“This section shall not be construed to 
affect the Constitutional power of the 
" President as Commander-in-Chief.” 
I disagreed with the amendment in 
principle and voted against it. It was de­ 
feated by a vote of 256 to 158.

The December 1970 issue of Pennsyl­ 
vania Health, the official publication of 
the Pennsylvania Health Department, 
reports on the use of various drugs by 
junior-senior high school students. The 
scientifically conducted sampling was 
taken last April and May of 6,969 stu­ 
dents in 35 schools in nine counties. Here 
are the results of the survey of twelfth 
grade students, showing the percentage 
of students who admitted to using vari­ 
ous drugs: alcohol — 57 per cent; cig­ 
arettes — 46 per cent; marijuana — 28 
per cent; barbiturates — 20 per cent; 
amphetamines — 20 per cent; LSD — 13 
per cent; heroin — 7 per cent; glue — 7 
per cent. 
Can any of us minimize the devastat­ 
ing effects of these drugs upon the thou­ 
sands who may not use these drugs, but 
are most certainly affected by the drug 
culture that traps their friends. 
All of us have a drug problem in one 
way or another. We would be revealing a 
gross insensitivity to one of our coun­ 
try’s grave perils if we did not face up to 
the fact that the drug problem is OUR 
problem, not THEIRS only. 
We might begin to face our problem by 
praying for an honesty in seeing where 
we have been superficial in our living. 
Are we genuine in our Christian faith? 
Are we honest with our family and 
friends? Do our hearts say yes io our 
creeds, along with our lips? 
The world is hungry for the truth, and 
a young person must find reality in the 
lives of his parents and teachers if he is 
to take a step of faith for himself. What 
do you have in your own life to offer a 
young person fed up with his own de­ 
feats?

The electronic age is catch­ 
ing up in the field of law en­ 
forcement. 


A recent 
column described 
how the state police were hook­ 
ed into the computer to pro­ 
vide instant information on driv­ 
ing and arrest records. Project­ 
ed was the future use of tele­ 
types in the cars to provide 
written print-outs and elim ina­ 
ting the need for officers to 
remain near the radio with pad 
and pencil. 
Talking with State Police Su­ 
perintendent Robert K. Konkle, 
I found these were but a few of 
the 
modern 
advances. 
Next 
system to be activated will be 
a new machine to file and match 
fingerprints. It is expected to 
be in operation early in August 
Konkle said: “We have never 
had a latent fingerprint file in 
Indiana. Now, not only will we 
have one, but it will be com­ 
pletely autom ated.’’ 
State police have about a mil­ 
lion ard a half fingerprints on 
file. They include those taken 
at time of arrests, former pat­ 
ients in state mental hospitals 
and identification prints taken 
at State Fair displays and in 
schools. Several years ago, there 
was a disastrous fire at a state 
hospital and the victims could 
not be identified. All patients 
have been “printed” since that 
time. 
Under the present system of 
matching a print, a grid is plac­ 
ed 
over 
the 
fingerprint. 
An 
identification point is made at 
each place the print crosses the 
grid. Identifying points are plac­ 
ed into classifications. A classi­ 
fier files the prints according to 
classification. A latent print is 
classified and then compared 
against all prints in that speci­ 
fic classification. It has been 
a slow hand process. The new 
machine can make the com pari­ 
son in eight minutes. 
Konkle told me: “We have 
several hundred prints pre-clas- 
sified, ready to put in the mach­ 
ine. We will add to these, but 
are limited by the number of 
fingerprint classifiers that we 
have. The file will build just 
like the criminal traffic data 
now going into the computers. 
We do have an advantage in 
that all information from India­ 
na sent to Washington the last 
two years will be sent back al­ 
ready on tapes to put into our 
machine. It will give us a bank 
of information already well es­ 
tablished.” 
After August, the police ex­ 
pect to be able to photograph 
a latent fingerprint, place it in 
the machine, and within eight 
minutes tell you “ it is the left 
index print of Joe Doakes.” 
The use of VASCAR is al­ 
ready well established on the 
Indiana scene for the control 
of speeders. State Police cars 
equipped with the “little black 
boxes” can check the speeds 


Nixon Campaign 
Spending In ’68 
Called Record

cost Richard M. Nixon a record 
$35 million to become president 
in 1%8, a new study says. 
Compiled by the nonpartisan 
Citizens’ Research Foundation, 
the report says a record $100 
million was spent by all the

maries.

Nearly 
as much money was spent alto­ 
gether by candidates in the pre­ 
convention free-for-all as in the 
general election. 
Nixon spent $10 million or 
more on the primary trail, the 
study says, then added $24 9 
million in the November race. 
The latter figure along equalled 
the total for both candidates* 
spending in the 1964 presiden­ 
tial race.

behind the car and check the 
speed. In most cases it resulted 
in a long chase. 
Indiana has one of the oldest, 
and in the past, one of the best 
forensic science laboratories in 
the nation. It is now suffering 
from ' a lack of space. Konkle 
observed: “ We need more room, 
for the laboratory. We have 
more and more new' machines 
and equipment coming in and 
have to use a janitor’s closet for 
part of the equipment.” 
The situation is destined to 
change. The last General Assem­ 
bly approved construction of a 
new State Police Headquarters 
building as well as the new Law 
Enforcement 
Academy 
build­ 
ing. It is still some time in the 
future. Ground will have to be 
selected, architects contracted, 
plans approved, all before con­ 
struction is started. First step 
on the road is appointment by 
the Governor of a building com­ 
mission. 
Konkle told me: “ I have just 
talked to the Governor and he 
is about ready to name the com­ 
mission. He will do so within 
the next few days so that we 
can get started.” 
There is still a long way to 
go. Many of the district head­ 
quarters will have to be relocat­ 
ed to solve radio communica­ 
tions problems, and we will still 
be short of the needed number 
of men.

Mile Long ’Scope In Netherlands 
Searches Answers In The Universe 
By ALTON BLAKESLEE 
AP Science Editor 
LEYDEN, The Netherlands 
(AP) — With a telescope that 
stretches for a mile, Dutch as­ 
tronomers are probing for an­ 
swers to two great puzzles: 
—What is the actual shape of 
the universe? 
—What kinds of awesome, 
eruptive, perhaps evolutionary 
events are going on in the cen­ 
ters of galaxies, the great celes­ 
tial families each composed of 
many billions of stars? 
The big eye and ear for doing 
this make up the great radio 
telescope at Westerbork in nor­ 
theastern Holland. It consists of 
12 discs or antennae, each 82 
feet in diameter, strung out in a 
straight line over a full mile. 
Ten of them are in fixed posi­ 
tions but capable of being 
turned to face in amy direction, 
while two are movable along 300 
yards of rail track. 
Thus they can be focused to 
listen for radio sounds—reflect­ 
ing natural cosmic events— 
coming from any part of the 
universe. They are so sensitive 
they can in effect “see,” it is 
thought, almost to the edges of 
the universe, at distances of 
many billions of light years. A 
light year is the distance light 
travels in one year at its veloci­ 
ty of 186,000 miles per second. 
The telescope has been gath­ 
ering data since last June and 
so far has had “only a few in­ 
fantile diseases,” says Dr. Jan 
Hendrik Oort. This world fa­ 
mous astronomer has retired as 
director of the Leyden Universi­ 
ty Observatory, but his research 
continues, much of it centered 
upon the radio telescope. 
At age 70, Dr. Oort’s eyes un­ 
der bushy white brows dart with 
interest as he talks of what the 
big telescope may discover: 
“One thing I’ve learned in my 


just the way I wanted. It looked 
fine.

life is that one must be pre­ 
pared to meet entirely unex­ 
pected things. Especially in ra­ 
dio astronomy we have seen so 
many things no one expected, 
had no inkling of, particularly 
the instability of the nuclei (cen­ 
ters) of galaxies. The quasars 
and pulsars must be intimately 
related to this. 
‘When I began my career, the 
expansion of the universe had 
not yet been learned ... There 
were only the first speculations 
about a large-scale structure to 
the universe.” 
Then in 1928, Edwin Hubble 
“gave clear evidence that the 
universe was expanding,” and 
the understanding came ti> be 
that all the galaxies were rush­ 
ing away from one another, 
speeding faster the farther dis­ 
tant they were from man’s ob­ 
servation post on his planet 
Earth. Our sun is one star in the 
Milky Way galaxy consisting of 
several hundred billion stars. 
And the Milky Way is only one 
of literally billions of galaxies in 
the universe. 
Optical telescopes are severe­ 
ly limited in their possibility to 
investigate our own galaxy *>r 
cause the more distant parts 
are obscured by dust clouds. 
Radio telescopes thus opened 
a new window on the universe, 
Dr. Oort points out, for the ener­ 
gy in the radio spectrum can 
penetrate through dust clouds 
and can be gathered in by huge 
individual telescopes or by ar­ 
rays such as at Westerbork. 
The astronomers at Wester­ 
bork plan intensive studies of 
the nuclei of distant galaxies 
with the goal of helping estab­ 
lish the structure and evolution 
of the universe. Even the near­ 
est galaxies are 100 times far­ 
ther away than the center of the 
Milky Way from us, hence the 
array of telescopes designed for 
greater resolution of the signals 
coming from vast distances. 
The giant galaxy nearest to us 
is the Andromeda “nebula,” two 
million light years away, The 
most distant are at the edges of 
the universe, some 10 billion 
light years away. 
Measuring the shape of the 
universe now is not much more 
than a wish and a hope, Dr. 
Oort says. Success may depend 
upon comparing the dimensions 
of far-away radio galaxies, 
whose distances can be mea 
sured, with similar nearby radio 
galaxies. “It Is a real possibility 
this can be done. In a couple of 
years we will see if the proba­ 
bility exists. The radio telescope 
was designed with this in 
mind.”
